The heavy burden of responsibility belongs to the parents but to aid them in 
the task, they summon the school in the formation of their children. 

The Catholic school realizing that “every method of education founded wholly 
or in part on the denial or forgetfulness of original sin and grace and relying 
on the sole powers of human nature, is unsound,” sets up activities which include 
the spiritual, intellectual, and physical. 

Spiritual goodness can be attained by offering with the priest the Holy Sacrifice 
of the Mass each morning in the chapel and the reception of Holy Communion— 
the Sacrament of Penance always available—the Perpetual Rosary sponsored 
by the Sodality—the annual Retreat—the participation in Mission activities— 
the guidance of the Homeroom Counselor and the Director of Christian Formation. 
Intellectual goodness can be attained both in classes and clubs, by application 
to mental tasks that involve memory and understanding. The constant application 
to the cultivation of the mind, in spite of difficulty will strengthen the will to seek 
after what is good. 


Physical goodness can be attained by participation in the athletic 


unselfishness.

ing because she realizes that “the subject of education is man, w 
entire, soul united to body in unity of nature, with all his faculties ngfur 
supernatural.” 


“If any man eat of this Bread, he shall live 
forever.” Spiritual goodness cannot be better 
attained than by reception of Holy Com- 
munion, because the Eucharist converts one 
into Christ, the Perfect Man. It gives an in- 
crease of sanctifying grace, which is the 
participation in the Divine Nature itself, 
purifies the soul by effacing venial sin, and 
preserves it from mortal sin, the death of the 
soul. It is the pledge of eternal life for “he 
that eateth My Flesh and drinketh My Blood 
has everlasting life, and | will raise him up 
in the last day.” 

For this reason, the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass, where the opportunity is given to re- 
ceive the Bread of Life, is offered each 
morning in the school chapel.

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THE SODALITY 


Since the aims of the Sodality are the personal sanctifica- 
tion of its members, the performance of apostolic works to 
help others, and the defense of the Church, Sodalists are en- 
gaged in a rather extensive program. The Sodality is not 
just an organization; it is a way of life. “To Jesus through 
Mary” is the motto of the Sodalist. 

To attain greater personal holiness, the Sodalist is.asked 
to live a rule which includes daily: the recitation of the 
Rosary, mental prayer, morning offering, a visit to the 
Blessed Sacrament, examination of conscience, spiritual 
reading, attendance at Mass, and reception of Holy Com- 
munion daily, if posible. 

Organized projects enable the Sodalists to exercise their 
zeal in the Apostolic work. Our Marian Committee this year 
has organized the Perpetual Rosary of which five hundred 
students are members; inaugurated the family Rosary, en- 
couraging families of students to say the beads daily. Our 
Eucharistic Committee has encouraged frequent Com- 
munion among the student body; sponsored the daily Mass, 
at which about thirty students assist each day: taught stu- 
dents to serve Mass; prepared the vestments and Altar for 
daily Mass, and organized a group to sing at High Masses 
in the Chapel. Our Catholic Action Committee put on a 
campaign to have a Holy Water font in each homeroom, 
seeing that these fonts are filled periodically; at Christmas 
time, put on a canned food drive to help needy families 
and orphans. Finally, the Apostolic Committee distributed 
some three hundred books and pamphlets for the annual 
Retreat, sold copies of Father Keller’s “Three Minutes a 
Day,” and rosaries, and helped to erect a May day altar.
